SAY EMPLOYERS LOSE MONEY SIM- 


PLY THROUGH NEGLIGENCE 


All Opportunities for Emberalement CM 


Be Removed Thronch the Exercise of B 
Little Care—Results of a CareleM System 
of Keepiuff Accounts. 


How to keep trusted clerks from em- 


bezzlement is a secret which every busi- 
ness firm or corporation in Chicago would 
like to know. There does not pass a day 
but some peculations are discovered, from 
the jimng man who steals a few dollars 
and" is sent to jail to the genius who 
leaves for Canada with a million in his 
pockets. Expert accountants say that 
employers lose money simply through 
their own negligence, Mid that allphances 
for embezzlement can be removed through 
the exercise of a little care. 


W. l' Baino says: ' Tho business of an 


expert accountant is a new one in the 
west, and has not acquired the dignity of 
a profession. 
It not only calls for a 


knowledge of bookkeeping in one line of 
business, but it also requires a knowledge 
of every business, contractual rights, and 
the ability to construe the terms of con- 
tracts. 
13ut in Chicago, whenever an or- 


dinary bookkeeper is thrown out of 
employment, he at once sets himself up 
as an expert accountant. Of course such 
men fail. Tho keeping of a sot of boobs 
can be learned in six months as well as in 
six years, and tho bookkeeper does not 
realize that this is the smallest part of 
the knowledge which an expert account- 
ant should acquire before ho can succeed. 
In Great Britain a man cannot arrive to 
the dignity of an expert accountant until 
he has gone through n course of study in 
tho same manner as a student fot the bar. 
He therefore becomes fitted to answer 
any call tiiat may bo made upon him, and 
the business becomes a life business. 


But look at tho list of accountants lu 


tho Chicago directory. 
There are very 


few names which appeared in last year's 
directory, showing that the business with 
many has been but a temporary one while 
tho men engaged in it were out of work 
in their ordinary vocation, that of keep- 
ing books 
But the business i bound to 


grow. Business is douo in s 
a hurry 


here that mistakes are very liable to 
occur 
In tho largo majority of cases, 


where an export accountant is called to 
examine a set of books which are out of 
balance, it will be found that there has 
been no thieving, but that carelessness 
has been the tiov.ble. If ft bookkeeperor 
cashier is trusted : iifBcicntly and has the 
handling of r a c r y i t is ftu easy matter 
for hiin\o sti' il, but it is as much harder 
for him to conceal liis thefts. 
A very 


common way H to falsify the items on 
the debit bid'o of the cash book. The cor- 
rect amounts HI'O generally entered on 
the lodger account, and the merchant 
almost invariably looks at the ledger 
when ho willies to see whether any ac- 
count luu been paid. It is his own care- 
lessness that permits embezzlement, and 
if ho has not the tiiuo to look after his 
own business he should have an account- 
ant go over his books three or four times 
a year." 


Merritt Brooks, who has been in the 


business for a number of years, has had 
the opportunity of watching the course 
taken by a number of embezzlers, and the 
means used by them to make thoir books 
apparently balance, so that at a casual 
glance their peculations cannot be dis- 
covered. "Tlie way I happened to enter 
into the business was this," he said; "1 
had been engaged as a bookkeeper in Buf 
falo, and was employed to examine intc 
tho accounts of tho county treasurer of 
Erie county. It was found that through 
a careless system of keeping accounts the 
treasurer was short in his cash $19,000. 
This discovery led to an investigation 
into tho accounts of the city of Buffalo 
from the time when tho charter was 
originally granted. 
The sum of $154,001 


was 
discovered, the 
accumulation o; 


small amounts of overcharges on specia 
assessments, 
which the 
city had no 


kuowledgo it possessed. 


"It is difficult for a man who keeps an 


upright set of books to steal his employ 
or's money without detection. When i 
cashier of a bank wants to steal money 
outright, and with «uch a sum as he can 
take at once and leave for parts unknown 
there is no necessity for him to try to 
cover up the theft bv false entries in his 
books. But tho defaulter who takes money 
from time to time is forced to make his 
books appear balanced. He makes false 
entries which can be discovered easily b; 
an expert accountant. 
The systematic 


embezzler simply relies upon no examina 
tion being made. In order to commi 
systematic robbery ho must be trustei 
not only •with tho cash, but also with th 
books. " It is then a very easy matter tc 
enter items or falso footings in the casl 
book so that tlio figures will appear cor 
rect. Unless the employer goes boneatl 
the surface the fraud will never be dls 
covered. 


"The honest bookkeeper wouldjnot feel 


offended or insulted if his books were ex- 
amined, and if ho is dishonest, the sooner 
his work is looked over the better. Book- 
keepers would be more careful and the 
books would be better kept 
A cashier in 


a large eslablishment should not be al- 
lowed to have full charge of the books, 
and the bookkeeper should bo tho one to 
keep the record of all the cashier's receipts 
and expenditures. In this way embezzle- 
ment is impossible unless the two act la 
collusion. Tlie accounts of the cashier 
can then be examined by the bookkeeper's 
records only. Few defalcations are found 
in the accounts of railroad corporations, 
where large sums of money are bandied 
every yeai. This is because of the system 
of auditing accounts. 
The agent who 


handles money for the company does not 
know what moment the traveling auditor 
may come in and demand an immediate 
inspection of his accounts. Examinations 
made in this way affect the market value 
of stock in corporations. If investors 
could be satisfied that the condition of 
tho finances of any corporation was ex- 
actly what it is given out to be by tho 
officers they would havo greater confi- 
dence in investing and the market value 
c* tlie stocks would increase."—Chicago 
Times 


Making a Bobber Shoe. 


Supplementary to the great six . 


luslness hero IB the rubber industry, for 
which Boston is the (m»t center ill ibis 
country. Forty million dollars' worth of 
rubber shoes and boots are sold in the 
modem Athens annually. The raw ma- 
terial comes from Pan, Braz '„ in huge 
umps, which the native* make by dipping 
ticks in the sap of the oaonteboue tree 
ad turning them round and round with 
frequentplunges into the netted rubber 
ver a hot fire. These lumps, upon rmph- 
ng the factory, are cut in slices, which 
are run through rollers and pressed oat 
hinand flat like pancakes. The sheets 
hua obtained are next put through other 
oilers, heated to a high temperature, and 
noidentally amalgamated with a, eompoei- 
iou of lampblack, sulphur and litharge, 
irhlch reduces themtoaBoft and putty 
iko consistency. 
Finally, in. this soft condition, they «re 


passed over sUel rollers bigger than any 
hat have gone before, and actually incor- 
lorated with the tissue of a woolen cloth 
phich is destined to serve as the lining of 
he eventual boot or shoe. If you will 
ry to pull apart the lining and outer coat 
of a rubber sandal, you will obtain a no- 
ion of the thoroughness with which this 
lart of the manufacture is performed. 
The rubber sheets, thus prepared, are 
wssed through n last set of rollers, 
in which are engraved all the mark- 
ngs and corrugations of the sole and 
upper that appear in the completed article. 
Hie rubber sheets are now ready for the 
cutter, who turns out the various pieces 
by hand, with the aid of a knife and pat- 
,ems. 
The parts are then put together 


jy other workmen with rubber tape. 
When this much has been accomplished, 
the shoe or boot is lasted in the usual 
way, and, after being varnished, is allowed 
;o remain for eight hours in a room heated 
to tho temperature of 235 degs. The heat 
sets the varnish and tempers the rubber, 
which is then termed "vulcanized." Tho 
stamping of the firm namo on the sole is 
the concluding operation, and then the 
rubber slice is ready, for sale.—Boston

In our climate 
those measures, such as drainage, which 
enable the soli to retain warmth during 
the night, and thus reduce the dailyrange 
of temperature immediately over such 
soil, tend to decrease intermittent fever 
among residents thereon. In the cure 
and prophylaxis of intermittent fever 
those remedies are useful which lessen 
torpidity (especially of the liver) and tend 
to increase the power of the body to react 
promptly to insidious changes in atmos- 
pheric temperature.—Science.

The Churches.

Large congregations he.'ird two fine 
ermons yesterday by Rev. James Miller 
at the First M. E. church.

•'inal Irreversibility of Human Charac- 
ter," which engaged the closest attention 
of his great audience.

The services at the Baptist church were

All "Dying Declaration" Evidence 


Baled Oat by Judge Hughes. 


The Defense Gain « Great Point for the Pris 


oner—The Points at Issne. 


The outcome of the Weetbrook mnrde 


trial continues to be the all-absorbini 
theme of conversation about the city, a 
Bine Mound and in the vicinity of Grove 
Qity, in Christian county, where the 
youthful defendant was raised "in the 
brash," as one man said who had known 
him since his boyhood. The same gentle- 
man stated that Westbrook had been an 
orphan since he was able to run about 
and he had to hustle for himself. Not a 
year before the stabbing he said be hat 
known the defendant, who had no home 
then, to remain out of doors all night on< 
bitterly cold night. He had no place to 
sleep, and to keep from freezing to death 
he slept on the back of a horse in a shed 
getting warmth from the animal He fel 
off several times during the night, bnl 
crawled back again on the back of the 
horse, and when morning came he wen 
to a public place where there was a fire 
He made different arrangements the ni 
night. 


VICTORY FOB THE DEFENSE. 


The submission of the evidence offeree 


by the prosecution in the hope that Judge 
Hughes would allow the alleged dying 
statements of William Gross to go to the 
jury, terminated at 6 o'clock Saturday 
evening in a victory for the defense. 


During the afternoon Judge Vail, who 


prosecuted the prisoner at the first trial 
was put on the stand. He said there was 
no testimony then presented going to 
show that at any time Gross thought he 
was going to die. Edward Robinson on 
Sunday heard Gross say that he would 
never get well, but witness did not think 
he was dying, Charles Gross, Sr., father 
of the deceased, who was not a witness at 
the first trial, said that he had bad a talk 
with his son the Monday after the stab- 
bing and that William asked witness to 
give Sally (bis wife) $1500, and that both 
sobbed. Witness thought his son would 
never get well. Didn't hear William say 
he was going to die until Monday, when 
he said Westbrook had stabbed him with- 
out cause. Sylvester Wilson, who eat up 
with Gross four hours Sunday night, tes- 
tified that Gross told him about the fight, 
and said he stepped up to Westbrook at 
the engine, and asked him if he wrote 
that letter. "He turned around and 
stabbed me. I then knocked him down 
and gave him a hell of a good beating." 
Didn't say anything about dying then. 
The family had' retired. Believe that 
somebody was with mo that night. There 
were no expressions made by Gross that 
he thought he was going to die. This 
was all the evidence to brace up the 
dying statement claim that the People 
had to offer. 


The defense introduced Dr. Thrasher, 


a minister of the gospel, who was a justice 
of the peace and lawyer at Blue Mound 
the day of the tragedy. He and E. T. 
Clements, a notary public, went to Gross' 
bouse to get a written statement from 
Uross about the stabbing,to be used at the 
preliminary examination of Westbrook. 
Dr. Thrasher put the questions 'to Dr. 
Harvey who repeated them to Gross. 
Don't know whether Gross thought he 
was going to die or not. Made the state- 
ment brief. E. T. Clements testified to 
having sworn Gross to the statement he 
took down for Dr. Thrasher. Gross was 
very weak, but I didn't think he was 
dying; thought his condition was danger- 
ous, and that he might die soon. He an- 
swered all questions asked him. On the 
cross-examination witness identified the 
statement he took that day. (Gross had 
stated that Westbrook had cut him with 
n knife and without cause.) Dr. A. C. 
Foster testified that be had assisted Dr. 
Harvey. Did not regard the wound as 
necessarily fatal. Didn't hear any talk 
between Eeimer and Grose in Dutch, and 
observed nothing to indicate that Gross 
thought he was dying. There was no 
minister called, and did not see any stim- 
ulants given Gross. Thought he would 
live at least three days. E. B. Moffett, 
supervisor of Blue Mound township, tes- 
tified that he was on the Wabash.train 
going home the Saturday after the first 
trial, and Charles Gross, Sr., sat in the 
seat in front of him. He heard Gross 
say that if money would hang Westbrook 
he would hang. Circuit Clerk McClellan 
identified the bill of exceptions at the 
first trial, and from these Attorney Mills 
read the questions put to Henry Schwab 
at the first trial, when lie replied to the 
inquiry if Gross said anything to him 
when he came into his saloon, "He did 
not." This witness had testified at the 
pending trial that Gross said to him, 
"This kills ma." Mr. Mills informed the 
court that he had desired to put Dr. D. 
T. Kyner, of Macon, on the stand, that 
be had been subpoenaed, and that he had 
positively refused to come. He asked for 
an attachment for him. He stated by 
request of the court that he expected to 
show by Dr. Kyner that he at no time 
considered Gross in a dying condition. 


THE ARGUMENTS. 


A. G. Webber, acting state's attorney, 


reviewed the testimony presented bear- 
.ing on the dying declarations, and tried 
to convince the conrt that Gross must 
have believed he was going to die. He 
thought that this fact had been clearly 
demonstrated. He was followed by I. A. 
Buckingham, wno had gone over to his 
office after six law books, from which he 
read -Texas, New York, Tennessee, Indi- 
ana and other decisions bearing on the 
character ot dying statements and their 
admissibility. Before doing so, however, 
he referred to the evidence and described 
the meeting between father and sop, as 
the son lay upon the bed, and he did it 
in a very affecting manner, using his 
striped handkerchief repeatedly to wipe 
the tears from his eyes. He dwelt upon 
the B ene at length, advancing the opin 
ion that beyond all question Gross then 
thought he was going to die. Then some 
fine points were drawn as to the condi- 
tion a man must be in when he has rea- 
son to believe that he is going to die so 
that any statements will have the weight 
of an oath. He held that Gross must 
have believed that death was impending. 


I. K. Mills, for the prisoner, prefaced 


his remarks by making a cutting allusion 
to the spectacle of a prosecuting attorney 
standing up before a judge and shedding 
tears for the blood of a man on trial for 
a crime. He had seen attorneys for the 
prisoner make such a tender exhibition, 
but this was the first time in his pro- 
fessional career he had ever seen a prose- 
cutor shed tears. Mr. Mills in addressing 
himself to the points at issue made a very 
able and clear-cut argument.' It was 
well-arranged, thoughtful and effective. 
He effectively combatted the position 
taken by Mr. Buckingham whom he criti- 
cised for having gone out of his own state 
and away from the supreme court deci- 
sion in the very case now on trial for 
decisions on which to gain the admission 
of the plleged dying statements. Picking 
up Illinois decisions, Mr. Mills read the 
opinions denning the law, which is that 
a dying declaration is one that is made 
when the man believes that death is im- 
mediately at hand and that there will be 
no opportunity for repentance. Various 
authorities were presented in consonance 
with this position. He thought Schwab's 
testimony of no value, because there was 
a suspicion of incorrectness about it, and 
he did not believe from the circumstances 
surrounding Gross, the apparent indiffer- 
ence of his family, their absence when 
the alleged conversations took place, that 
Bt any time he believed that death 


portunity for repentance. 
Mr. Mills 


thought it exceedingly strange that the 
deceased and his brother Charles who 
were in the saloon business together, hac 
taken no steps to settle np their affairs 
and he wondered why it the father and 
eon had had the talk about the S150C 
testified to at this trial, that that import- 
ant testimony was not produced at the 
first trial, In conclusion Mr. Mills real 
from the decision of the supreme oonr 
in the Westbrook case and clinched his 
argument by showing up the weak points 
in testimony for the prosecution. Ad 
mitting all that had been offered to be 
true, he contended that still under the 
law there was absence of evidence to 
convince the conrt beyond a reasonable 
doubt that at any time Gross believei 
himself to be in a dying condition. 


Mr. Webber followed in brief remarks 


as to what is meant by "death iramedi 
ately at hand," and urged that the evi 
dence be admitted. He thought the 
prosecution had made out Rprima facia 
ease. 


KUMtD OCT. 


Judge Hughes had paid'close attention 


to th» argument on both sides but was 
not visibly affected by Mr. Buckingham1! 
pathetic picture. Ho called for theorig 
mal copy of the statement taken down 
by Clements, and then took up the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the West- 
brook case. He briefly disposed of the 
testimony offered by stating that some 
of it was open to suspicion, because of 
the singular fact that it should be pre- 
fented after the lapse of a year when its 
importance must have been realized at 
the first trial. He thought that the Peo- 
ple had failed to show that at cny time 
when he made the statements Gross 
thought he was going to die, that death 
was close at hand, and that therefore un- 
der the rule, as clearly defined by the 
supreme court in the very case now on 
trial, he could not admit the evidence 
and it would be kept from the jury.

THE K9PECT OF THE DECISION.

Gross from the jury is one that the attor- 
neys battled for at the first trial, and now 
that the statemetts are thrown out, it 
goes without saying that there will not 
be a death sentence at this trial. Friends 
of the prisoner hope for an acquittal, but 
there are many who believe that, he will 
get 14 years for manslaughter. No doubt 
the defense will put Westbrook on the 
tbe stand to tell his story of the Blabbing. 
He has claimed almost from the first that 
Grass fell on the knife as both fell to the 
ground.

Changes of the Chameleon. 


If wo take three pieces of glass, and dis- 


tribute over one several small drops of 
brown point, by pressing on this with an- 
other glaas, the drops arc spread out. giv- 
ing to tho wholo glaas a delicate brown 
tint. If we now separate the glasses a 
little tho paint collects in drops, and the 
tint partly disappears. If we take the 
third gloss and place on it a few drops of 
green paint, and then press it against one 
of the others, a green tint will show 
through the layer of browu dots. The 
skin of the chameleon is, roughly speak- 
ing, made np of three such layers, with 
dots of pigment called chromatopkores 
between them. These dots may be con- 
tracted or spread out in thin layers, the 
resulting color depending on tho color of 
the chromatophores affected. 
The power 


of adapting color to surrounding objects 
is known to naturalists as "protective re- 
semblance," and many cases of it are to 
be f crand in both, the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms.—The Swiss Cross.

rassments and ueneral complaint as to collec- 
tions, but there is of late a revival of Interest 
in stock speculation, and increasing coandence 
that the new agreement of railroad president! 
will bear frnit tends to suBP°rt better prices 
forsecurities. Swelled by speculation in stocks 
and la products, the clearings through the 
banks show a much larger volume o( business 
in January than for the same month last year, 
and for the lart week a gain of 17.7 per cent, 
at all cities, atjd 13.7 per cent. outsld« of New 
Vort Btit half ot Ibis outside gain is due to 
active stock operation nt Boston alone, though 
tho transactions at most of the WesMrn and 
Southern cities show large gains, and only 
four cities out ol thirty-nine show smaller 
transactions than a year ago. During the pa«» 
week stocks have advanced on the average 
tl 11 per share, and there is more evidence of 
non-professional buying than hat been seen at 
anv other time for months.
